TINY SUNFISH SAILBOATS 


SPARKLE IN GAY REGATTA

GLENCOE, Bermuda (NBA) — 


Certainly the happiest internation- 
al sailing regatta so far this year 
has just been completed here on 
the warm bright waters of Great 
Sound. By using tiny one-design 
Sunfish sailboats, the races may 
have started a trend as well. 


The Sunfish is a small (13-foot, 


10-inch) inexpensive ($450) fiber- 
glass, sailing surfboard with a 
icockpit the size of a kitchen sink, 
a 10'foot aluminum mast, and 75 
square feet of colorful saih A 
fleet of 42 of them gathered in 
Salt Kettle bay near Hamilton 
harbor, ready to defend Bermu- 
dan seamanship against invaders 
from the U. S. and Canada.

And 
since'the'host club, The Salt Ket- 
tle Sailing and Planing Club of 
Glencoe, Paget parish, was also 
organized with fun in mind, there 
was no shortage of informal fes- 
tivities.

Men, 
women, and junior skippers raced 
in classes and against each other, 
and as position scores came in 
the sailors with winning records 
in bigger craft moved to the top.
